become bankru pt, as wou ld U her 
cities along the Rock 
River, pro­ 
vided th a t the plan shou ld be carried

M ayor George C. Dixon introdu c­ 
ed the su bject of deep waterw ays to 
the cou ncil, when he made a report 
of his attendance at a m eeting held 
at Sterling last T hu rsday, which was 
attended by United States W ar De­ 
partm ent engineers. 
In his report 
of the meeting, Mayor Dixon stated 
th a t he listened attentively to ex­ 
planation of the plans for the nine 
foot channel with a w idth of 70 feet 
from Rock Island to Janesville, Wis , 
as planned by the W ar D epartm ent 
engineers. 
Upon qu estioning the en­ 
gineers, M ayor Dixon learned th a t in 
order to bring abou t the com pletion 
of

project 
throu gh 
Dixon, 
it 
wou ld necessitate the raising of the 
new Peoria avenu e bridge 20.2 feet; 
the G alena avenu e bridge, 19 .9 ; the 
G rand Detou r bridge 16.2 and the 
N orthw estern bridge a t Nelson 
14 9. 
Opposed River

‘W ith this inform ation at hand, I 
ked 
the 
engineers who 
wou ld 
s. and 
the expense 
of raising 
the 
bridges to 
this absu rd height 
and 
was inform ed th a t the City of Dixon 
was liable, 1 im m ediately inform ed 
die governm ent engineers th a t su ch 
action 
wou ld 
bankru pt 
not 
only 
Dixon 
bu t other cities along 
Rock 
River situ ated as Dixon is, and add­ 
ed that as a representative of the 
City of Dixon I leU the assu rance 
th at the bridges of this city wou ld 
not be interfered with w ithou t m eet­ 
ing with resistance u pon the part of 
ttie city. 
The engineers advised me 
th at in the event the city did not 
raise the bridges tliat the govern­ 
ment wou ld remove them . 
I strong­ 
ly opposed any su ch action u pon the 
part of the war departm ent engin­ 
eers after that departm ent had sanc­ 
tioned the bu ilding of both bridges 
across Rock River in Dixon and had 
fu rnished the figu res for their con­ 
stru ction above the w ater.
